THE CARPET QUESTION. 


ARE THE DAYS OF CARPETS NUMBERED, 
LADIES? 
" 


The Question of Cleanliness—H ealth, Com­ 
fort, Cost—Rugs—Painted Floors— 
P artial C arpets — Etc 


In the household department of the 
Rf.cord-Uniox, over a year ago, the “ Car­ 
pet Question" was ably and interestingly 
discussed by many of our lady readers. 
Recently it was again taken up. 
The 
opponents of carpets appear here to be in 
the minority, but it is a vigorous won’t-be- 
defeated minority. 
The subject is one of 


MORE THAN ORDINARY IN TER EST, 
And is attr.cting widespread attention. 
The latest discu°sion is found in the New 
York Times. 
That journal thus considers 
it : 
New inventions, fresh ideas, improve­ 
ments of all kinds, have had a hard fight 
for recognition, and it is only after they 
have become “ fashionable ” that the world 
at large finds out that it is absolutely in­ 
dispensable to adopt them. 
Take, for ex­ 
ample, the question of floors. 
Floors from 
all ages must have been a prolific soorce of 
discomfort and expense, but it was re­ 
served for the latest civilization to conceive 
the idea of covering them up in such a 
way that it should require the energies of 
a strong man to uncover them again. 
Carpets fitted to the floor, stretched by 
main force, and nailed so securely that 
even an earthquake would have left them 
undisturbed, became so popular that it re­ 
quired a moral revolution to make them 
unfashionable. 
Probably even the unin­ 
lightened Frenchmen of the twelfth cent­ 
ury would have looked upon the first im­ 
porters of Ivistern carpets into Europe with 
horror if they could have foreseen that civ­ 
ilized progression would ever have reached 
such a stage of devotion to them as to 
equip whole houses with thick, immova­ 
ble floor coverings. 


T IIE KRENc’11. 
But the French, after all, have never 
adopted the absurd fashion to the same ex­ 
tent as their Eoglish neighbors, and there 
is no probability that they ever will ; and 
time has so far mended matters that even 
that conservative being, the British matron, 
has left off fainting with horror at the idea 
of an uncarpeted bedroom. 
I t is possible 
now for the most prejudiced of her kind to 
admit that there are advantages in painted 
and washed floors, and little by little she 
has been weaned from abject adoration of 
Bru88e!“, Kidderminster and tapestry car­ 
pets. 
But even on this side of the Atlan­ 
ta , where progressive ideas are more apt to 
flourish, the recognition of the advantages 
of movable carjiets has coine very slowly, 
and it is only after some twenty years of 
discussion that common sense has gained 
the upper hand, that new houses are built 
especially with the view to the use of rngs, 
squares aud strips of carpeting. 


CARPETS GOING. 
Before another twenty years shall have 
passed away we venture to predict that 
there will scarcely be a room in the city 
which will be covered from end to end and 
side to side with thick impenetrable carpet. 
Apart from all fashion and all theory, it 
will be recognized as a fact that health de­ 
mands movable floor coverings, or, failing 
these, coverings which can be cleansed 
daily. 
The ancients understood this per­ 
fectly. 
Socrates waxed eloquent in de­ 
scribing what a house Bhould he, how need­ 
ful air and sunshine and cleanliness were 
for health, and the imagination calls up 
the interiors of that time with their mosaic 
pavements and the absence of all that 
would have harbored dust, and in doing so, 
disease. 
The luxurious native of the East, 
the inventor of carpets, never, even in his 
most indolent moments, conceived the 
possibility of saving himself the trouble of 
shaking his carpet by fixing it to the Hoor, 
and although we cannot credit him with any 
exalted ideas of cleanliness iu his domestic 
arrangements, we must at least concede 
that he showed a good deal of common 
sense in this respect. 


T H E DOCTORS PROTEST, 
Twenty-five years ago* physicianB began 
to enter a protest against the enervation of 
m odern homes ; thence they passed to de­ 
tail ;.th e more enlightened entered upon a 
sort of crusade against floor coverings, and 
declared th a t infectious diseases were har­ 
bored in the woolen hangings and .arp ets 
of their well-to-do patients quite as Burely 
as amid the squalor and filth of overcrowd­ 
ed alleys. 
From th a t tim e to this a good 
deal of progress has been made. 
People 
no louger sleep (at least sensible people do 
not) in four post bedsteads, w ith woolen 
curtains draw n closely round th e m ; they 
arc even recognizing the desirability of 
leaving their windows unincum bered w ith 
voluminous folds of velvet and of rep, and, 
going a stage further, they are beginning to 
realize th a t floors and th eir coverings are 
im portant factors in the question of h y ­ 
giene. 
RUGS. . 
Rugs are certainly free from many of the 
most serious objections to carpets, even 
when they are fixed upon the floor, which 
in our estimation they never ought to be. 
It is possible to wash well all around them, 
to remove the dust from the corners of the 
room, and even under the edges of the rug 
itself. 
But such a condition of affairs is 
atill far from satisfactory. 
There is always 
more or less dirt about a stationary carpet, 
in auy room that is much lived in, aud the 
best house-maids in the world cannot rid 
an immovable rug of dust as rapidly on the 
floor as they could off it. 
Carpets ought, 
as a matter of health, to be taken up once 
a week, laid over a line and thoroughly 
beaten, bat where is the household where 
this rule is enforced ? W e are apt to think 
ourselves very much in advance of the 
Germans in matters of household comfort, 
and yet it is a question whether any house 
in New York is as strictly clean as that of 
a notable German haua-frau, whose house 
floors are daily wiped over with a wet 
" lumpen,” and waxed once a week. Close- 
fitting carpets were a luxury almost un­ 
known in her country until after the 
Franco-Prussian war, and their adopt on 
into general use fur the best room has by 
no means all the advantage she may sup­ 
pose. 
A GROW ING CONVICTION. 
The growing conviction of the superiori­ 
ty of rugs to carpets is shown in the newest 
houses, in many of which the floors arc ex­ 
pressly arranged with stained borders, a 
parquet flooring, which it is possible to 
leave entirely uncovered. 
W hat a boon 
this is to persons of small means? Noth­ 
ing cats into a small sum of money for 
house-furnishiDg more disastrously than a 
caipet. 
It is useless to buy a cheap o d c ; 
cheap carpets are never of any me, and 
the price of a good one is a formidable con­ 
sideration. 
This is another argument in 
favor of rugs—cheap rugs wear a great deal 
batter than cheap carpets, for the obvious 
reason that they are not puiled and strained 
in every direction, and are only subjected 
to legitimate wear and tear. 


COLORED FLOORS. 
The question of colored floors is a de­ 
batable one. 
It must be admitted that for 
living rooms or rooms in which there is 
much passing to and fro, painted floors are 
not all one could wish. 
First, they are 
noisy ; secondly, they show every mark, 
and after a little wear have a scratched and 
worn api>earance, which is disheartening. 
Kvcn with constant care, rubbiDg and wash­ 
ing, it is difficult to keep a colored floor as 
nicely as one coaid wish, and, morover, it 
has a cold and desolate appearance if en­ 
tirely uncovered. 
A square rug or carpet, 
with a bordering, is a decided improvement 
upon the bare boards, and this, in living 
rooms, should certainly be large enough to 
come within half a yard of the walls all 
over the room, and be heavy enough to be 
flit without being nailed. 
The most de­ 
sirable floorings for all purposes are un­ 
questionably those of wood carpetings and 
tiles, but comparatively few persons are 
fortunate enough to possess them, and, un­ 
less they are owners of houses, are Dot 
willing to go to the expense of having them 
laid. 
HALLS AND EN TR IES. 
But decidedly, for 
entries,. halls, and 
lobbies, it is worth while to do so, even if 
loDg residence in the house is not antici­ 
pated, and in rooms where such an expense 
is not deemed possible a bordering of this 
kind can be used. 
These borders are to 
• be bought of all widths and in many differ­ 
ent designs and colors, and of almost all 
prices, from 50 cents a yard upward. 
They are made of narrow etrips of oak, 
ash, or other hard woods cemented on to 
muslin, and can be rolled up and removed 
with the greatest ease. 
Another advantage 
about them is that they are of the same 
thickness as an ordinary carpet, and re­ 
quire no more space under doors, etc. The 
manufacturers claim th at wood carpeting 
makes a portable floor, but this considera­ 
tion haB little weight, as a carpeting that 
will suit oue house or room will not suit 


another, and the expense of a complete 
covering for a floor is great, especially as 
the addition of rugs is absolutely necessary 
if it is to look comfortable. 
Unless a room 
is full of handsome furniture it does not 
look well with several small rugs laid 
about in different directions. 
The center 
of the floor should be covered, and, if 
possible, heavy furniture should hold the 
rug in position, for however eloquent we 
may be in favor of loose floor coverings 
there is no disguising the fact that a kicked 
up rug is one of the minor aggravations of 
life. 


FASHIONABLE RUGS. 
Many of the fashionable rugs nowadays 
are of home manufacture, and although 
woven in imitation of those imported from 
the East can be easily distinguished from 
them by the greater brightness of color. 
It seems as if the harmony of Eastern de­ 
sign coloring would never be fully attained 
by the W estern manufacturer. 
Pennsyl­ 
vania rugs, in imitation of those imported 
from Smyrna, are very effective, hut a 
little too obtrusive in color, it being now 
generally recognized that floor coverings 
have no business to force themselves upon 
the attention. 
As a m atter of artistic 
decoration the carpet should attract no 
particular attention. 
A room is badly furnished if the first 
thing that strikes a person upon enteriug 
it is the carpet, and modern taste is so far 
educated that in well-appointed homes one 
is seldom called upon to admire a parterre 
of brilliant flowers upon the drawing-room 
carpets or to tread upon trees whose 
branches shelter humming birds. 
The 
esthetic movements has had ooe good re­ 
sult iu modifying scarlets and greens, and 
if we are sometimes inclined to wish that 
the favorite colors were a little less sombre, 
it is a fault in the right direction as far, at 
any rate, as carpets are concerned. 


TIN TS. 
Natural tints are to be preferred, and if 
the walls of a room are dingy, or there is 
any other reason for wishing to introduce a 
little brightness, the coloring Bhould be in 
the border of the carpet rather than in the 
center. 
In these hurried days it seems ab­ 
surd to talk of home-made carpets, yet 
carpets have been made by ladies that are 
marvels of patience and skill. 
Carpets 
and rags for holy places, shrines, and con­ 
vents are often made by hand. 
In the ex­ 
quisite chapel erected by a Russian Arch­ 
duke in memory of his wife, in Weisbadon, 
there is a carpet which at first sight looks 
exactly like a Turkish one, which was 
worked entirely by the ladies of the Rus­ 
sian Court, and which is large enough to 
cover the entire floor of the chapel. 
But while such an undertaking wall 
hardly commend itself to our busy women, 
there are certain efforts of the kind that 
will repay the time bestowed upon them. 
For example, a covering for the floor of the 
dining-room, which certainly need not be 
carpeted all over, could be home-made of 
coarse canvas, worked in tapestry Btitch 
in some arabasque design in contrasting 
shades of color. 


EASTERN RUGS. 
Eastern rugs vary a good deal in style. 
Those from India are usually sombre in 
color and of intricate and even confused 
design, while those which come from Tur­ 
key are bright and vivid in outline and 
have the inestimable merit of becoming 
more valuable after they have been worn. 
It is difficult to distinguish between those 
made in Turkey and those brought from 
Persia. 
They are rarely imitated with any 
success, but the Smyrna rugs, known in 
the trade as Oushak, are of such strong 
colors and striking designs that they have 
deep crimson or bright scarlet centers, 
with geometrical markings and borders in 
which every shade of color is harmoniously 
blended. 
STAIRCASES. 
Some few of them, generally the smaller 
ones, are of leas decided coloring, and a 
fashion has lately been introduced of cov­ 
ering staircases with them, a rug the exact 
width of each stair being kept in place by 
a brass rod across either end. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to see what object can be gained by 
this innovation, unless it be that of novelty, 
for velvet pile stair carpets answer the same 
purpose as far as deadening sound is con­ 
cerned, and look a great deal better it suffi­ 
cient margin is left at either side ; stair­ 
ways covered without this margin never 
look well, a reflection which may solace 
those whose purse is limited and to whom 
wide stair carpets are denied. 


ECONOMY. 
There is, indeed, an obvious compensa­ 
tion for the multitudes with limited in­ 
comes in the fact that the harmony and 
comfort of a home do not really depend so 
much upon money as people suppose. 
It 
is an unpleasant fact, certainly, that a good 
carpet costs a good deal, but then is it not 
a mitigating circumstance that a little of 
it is fashionable, looks better, and is de­ 
cidedly cleanlier and healthier than a great 
deal. 
There is additional consolation in 
the fact that a floor partially covered with 
rags is infinitely more useful in showiug 
up furniture than the handsomest carpet 
that ever left the loom. 
Such a reflection 
should reconcile us even to the scratches on 
a dark-stained floor, and all things consid­ 
ered it is useless to lighten the purse or 
burden the mind with excessive floor cov­ 
erings when the home will look justas well 
with rugs, aud when every consideration 
of health requires th at they should be done 
away with.

Beside her, aud also behiDd 
the ox, stood a butcher who had already 
cut the ox into halves aDd quarters. After 
pointing oat the fat, she tock up a piece of 
suet, and crumbling it in her hand, said, 
“ It is almost a sure sign of good beef 
when suet crumbles nicely.” 
After de­ 
cidedly expressing her opinion that the live 
ox should have plenty of exercise in order 
to insure the best beef, she proceeded to de­ 
scribe the different “ cuts 
and their com­ 
parative qualities. 
She said “ most peo­ 
ple consider the tenderloin as the choicest 
portion of a beef; certainly they pay the 
most for it. 
As a m atter of fact it is any­ 
thing but the best p a rt; it isn’t even a 
good part. 
It has no flavor and very little 
nutrition. 
No doctor who dared to give 
his patients nourishment would order the 
tenderloin. 
If he only wanted to fill them 
up he might order it, but not otherwise.” 
In answer to an inquiry as to which was 
the best part of the beef, she said the 
toughest portions are the best. 
The bind quarter of an ox was then 
carved. 
The butcher cut aDd Nfisi Par­ 
loa talked. 
Then the ribs were turned 
over and the inside shown. 
“ This is the 
teuderloin," said the lecturer. 
“ It com­ 
mences here," pointing to a small spot 
about an inch wide on the fore quarter, 
“ and runs back here on the hind quarter 
until it reaches the thickest part, behind 
the fat. 
The round, or rump, or neck, ia 
one of the best portions of the beef, 
though the sirloin, or as you call it, the 
porterhouse is the best for roasting.” 
■She said the small end of the loin was the 
juciest pxrt of the beef. The butcher then 
cut out the “ flank steakB,” “ inner” and 
“ outer "and the lecturer said th at “ a most 
delicious dish might be made from them to 
serve cold. 
The steaks were to lie rolled 
with some dry dressing, such as bread or 
crackers, seasoned to taste and tied, and 
then boiled. ’ 
She also said th at meats 
should be simmered five hours—not boiled. 
Tho water should ODly cover the meat and 
never boil—it should simmer only. 
The 
remarks of Miss Psrloa about the tasteless­ 
ness of the tenderloin will be appreciated, 
but the lack of nutritiou has not, we be­ 
lieve, been generally known ; and butch­ 
er* have always asked the highest prices 
for the “ first cut ” containing the thickest 
epd of the tenderloin. 
This information 
will go to console some of ns housewives 
who may be uuable to obtain this expensive 
roasting piece.—[The Housekeeper.

The scheme 
for the so-called rationalization of the 
land, which H -nryC eorge has succeeded 
in converting Davitt tc, lacks many of t e 
most eesenl xl attributes* 
a popular pro­ 
gramme 
In the lirst place it does not ap 
peal with special force to the sym pathies 
of any considerable cla-s. 
A policy which 
sets out with the affirmation th at private 
ownership in laud is a m istake and a wrong, 
cannot a-.tra t ihoae who believe m ost re­ 
ligiously that all which is w anting to their 
happiness is private ownership in land. 
A 
plan which holds out to every tenant farm er 
the hopes of some day owning the land he 
cultivates, is intelligible to all, and at once 
enlists the active sym pathy aud approval 
of a very large class. 
Even the lower 
class of peasants, who sub-rent their half­ 
acre of poor land to raise potatoes ou, can 
see in such a program m e the possibilities of 
b etter things for them selves. 
The cry of 
“ Ireland for th e Irish ” is one which pos­ 
sesses real meaning when it signifies the 
transfer of th e land to th e occupiers. 
But 
it can have little signilicance when, as un­ 
der M r. George’s doctrine, it is interpreted 
as m eaning th a t nobody owns the land 
any more, and th a t everybody is to pay 
ren t to the Governm ent for it. 
Parnell also strikes a serious defect in 
th e D avitt plsn when he re ftra to the ques­ 
tion of com pensation. 
H enry George, in 
his work on “ Progress and P overty,” has 
undertaken to cu t the Gordian K not by 
proposing th a t com pensation should not be 
allowed at all to the present land owners. 
I t is easy enough to adjust theories to suit 
one s own purposes, in a book, but when it 
is proposed to m ake an issue in practical 
politics 
it 
becomes 
necessary to lind 
schemes which possess at least an appear­ 
ance of feasibility. 
The Irish politicians 
are eenaible enough to perceive th a t it 
would be m ere suicide for them to bring 
forward Mr. George’s original plan, for 
they know th a t it could not obtain even a 
hearing. 
A scheme of v. holesale confisca- 
tion'w ould in fact fatally handicap w hat­ 
ever reajonahle dem ands they m ight make 
subsequently. 
So it is taken for granted 
th a t there is to be com pensation, and on 
th a t basis D avitt has arranged his pro­ 
gramme. 
B ut it is unfortunate for Mr. 
G eorge's land philosophy th a t whereas in 
its original form it is simply out of tbe 
question, in its am ended form it ceases to 
present any positive advantages. 
I t is 
th ought th a t from $750,000.000 to $1,000,­ 
000,000 would be required to compensate 
the landlords, and this enormous sum it is 
proposed th a t the G overnm ent shall ad­ 
vance, or become responsible for. 
H ere is 
a difficult poiut, for it is evident th at it 
will he a very uphill task to persuade the 
country th a t such a plan is either justi­ 
fiable or desirable. 
Then comes the question of paym ent by 
the occupiers. 
I t is proposed th a t instead 
of paying rent to the landlords they shall 
pay interest to the Governm ent, but it 
does not appear th a t any provision is to be 
made for tbe gradual discharge of the prin- 
ci pal. 
U nder D avitt’s plan, therefore, the 
main change would consist in the substitu 
tion of the G overnm ent for the landlords 
as the proprietor of the land, while the tax 
gatherer would take the place of the agent. 
The occupiers, hewever, would not own 
th e land any more than they do now. 
Even under Parnell’s scheme of peasant 
proprietary it would take upw ards of half 
a century for them to pay off the incum ­ 
brances, b u t at the end of th a t tim e they 
would own the land. 
U nder the D avitt 
plan it appears th a t there would never 
come a period when the rent of the land 
would be less than at first, and th a t no­ 
body could look forward to absolute pos­ 
session of a single acre of it. 
To call this 
nationalization of the land ia a misnomer. 
I t really wonld involve the denationaliza­ 
tion of the people. 
For it ia after all the 
love of the land as gratified and manifested 
in possession ot some fraction of it, which 
is the basis of patriotism , and consequently 
if the possibility of ownership of the land 
is rem oved, one of the m ost powerful inda- 
enees belonging to the national sentim ent 
will be destroyed. 
D avitt has been led 
away by the specious argum ents of H enry 
George to forget the extent of the influ­ 
ence which national character exercises 
upon these questions, moreover. 
He has 
failed to perceive that abstract propositions 
scarcely ever appeal strongly to m en’s 
sym pathies, and th a t to tell a nation th at 
the abolition of private land ownership is 
best for the body politic will not console 
its com ponent mem bers for the disappoint 
m ent involved in such a deprivation. 
Parnell’s plan is a sufficiently difficult 
and doubtful one, and it is questionable 
w hether it can be carried through Parlia­ 
ment. 
B ut 
D avitt’s 
scheme 
is 
so 
much behind this th a t it will probably 
fail to receive any hearty indorsem ent from 
th e Irish people. 
The idea of abolishing 
private property in land will, in fact, be 
repulsive to a very large percentage of the 
Irish. 
The great tenant-farm er class has 
been m ainly kept w ithin the L in d League 
by the hope of gaining perm anent pos­ 
session of the lands they cyccupy. 
But 
when they are invited to join a movement 
the cardinal proposition of which is th at 
nobody ia to own any land at all, we pre 
diet th a t they will give this new plan the 
cold shoulder, and will adhere to Parnell. 
There is no m agnetism , no popular a t­ 
tractiveness, 
about 
the G eorge-D avitt 
theory ; and it will we believe fail to ob­ 
tain any vogne in Ireland. 
I t is also 
quite incom patible w ith the Land League 
m ethod, and therefore the tw o m ovem ents 
cannot be made to proceed under the same 
organization. 
W e should not be surprised 
if the Land Leaguers should come to sus­ 
pect th a t the D avitt scheme was m eant to 
defeat the other, which is alone at all 
practicable. 
No doubt such a suspicion 
wonld be unw arranted by the facts, but 
it is not so certain th a t the D avitt propo­ 
sition, if pressed too rashly, may not in­ 
volve the Land League in a common de­ 
feat. 
T hat it can secure the approval 
of Ireland under existing circum stances 
is in 
the last degree 
improbable, 
and 
even if it did it could not he carried 
through Parliam ent.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


M r. Berry made a vigorous appeal to 
Congress for an increase of the appropria­ 
tion for the im provem ent of the Sacra­ 
mento aud F eather rivers from $*250,000 to 
$500,000, b u t was unsuccessful. 
If the 
synopsis of his argum ent furnished by tel­ 
egraph does him no injustice, he would 
seem to have om itted w hat ought to be the 
m ost powerful consideration in the prem ­ 
ises. 
W e refer to tbe consideration th at 
the injury inflicted upon the rivers of Cal­ 
ifornia through hydraulic m ining can in 
equity be laid at the door of Congress, 
which perm itted the m iners to purchase 
m ineral lands under an im plied agreem ent 
th a t they m ight work them by the hy­ 
draulic process, and which consequently 
knowingly subjected the purchasers of the 
valley lands to the dam age since sustained, 
and the beds of the rivers to sim ilar m is­ 
chief. 
I t is perfectly clear th a t the re­ 
sponsibility formal 1 th a t has occurred in 
this connection rests, in equity, upon the 
Federal G overnm ent ; and it follows th at 
the Federal G overnm ent is under obliga­ 
tion to rem edy the evilB which it has per­ 
m itted, and in fact encouraged, during 
the past th irty years. 
I t w ill not do 
for members of Congress to say th a t the 
damage to our rivers has been caused 
altogether by the hydraulic m iners, and 
th a t therefore they alone m ust be held 
responsible. 
The hydraulic miners have 
proceeded upon the strength of Federal 
permission and license. 
T hat industry was 
fostered by Congress and the Governm ent 
originally under the belief th a t it would 
continue to be the leading industry in the 
State. 
W hen A griculture came to the 


The E astern Republican m anagers are 
evidently 
determ ined ^o 
m aintain the 
spoils system doctrine in regard to politi­ 
cal assessments. 
They have already most 
audaciously undertaken to bulldoze all the 
W ashington departm ent clerks and other 
employes, and now we observe th a t a sim i­ 
lar raid has been made on all the New York 
po8totiices. 
Of course these facts furnish 
the best kind of am m unition for men like 
Senator Pendleton, and as the defenders of 
the spoils system are silly enough to try to 
vindicate it in Congress, it is sustaining 
very heavy and dam aging assaults. 
The 
tru th is th a t there is no possible defense 
for the levying of political assessments 
upon public officials. 
W e have already 
shown th a t the pretense of voluntary con­ 
tributions in such cases is necessarily and 
always false, and th a t the process is in the 
nature of blackm ail. 
I t is also an assum p­ 
tion of partisanship in the federal service 
which is affronting to the people. 
I t in­ 
volves the intolerable claim th a t the civil 
service, w hich is m aintained by the taxa­ 
tion of the whole nation, belongs to one 
political party as a m atter of right. 
I t is 
in short one of the very w orst and most 
vicious precedents of the spoils system , and 
the sooutr it can be stam ped cu t the bet­ 
ter. 
Of course the pretense th a t it is 
necessary to levy such assessments 
is 
fraudulent, and its falsity is shown in the 
fact th at the party out of power cannot 
avail itself of such m ethods, yet keeps up 
its organization notw ithstanding. 


TH E 
NAVAL 
A PPRO PRIATIO N . 


There is talk of a fifteen million dollar 
naval appropriation. 
Before Congress dips 
its hand thus deeply into the T reasury we 
hope th at it will take some guarantees for 
the utilization of the people’s money. 
If it 
is to be 
expended as tbe two hundred 
millions appropriated during the last ten 
years have been, it had b etter be kept in 
the Treasury, for it certainly w ill not give 
the country the beginning of a navy. 
In 
fact before any more naval appropriations 
are made the whole system of building and 
repairing ships in the navy yards requires 
to be revised and reorganized. 
In the past 
an elaborate division of 
the work has 
insured the failure of everything under­ 
taken. 
R ed-tape and official im becility 
could no b etter have supported political 
corruption. 
If the old system is to be 
m aintained therefore this fifteen millions 
will be squandered like the great sum s pre­ 
ceding it, and there will be nothing to 
show for the expenditure but tw o or three 
half-built m onitors, and a few other ves­ 
sels, rotten before they are com pleted, and 
useless when launched. 


CHINA 
AND 
TH E 
TREATY. 


There is a report at W ashington to the 
effect th a t the Chinese 
G overnm ent 
is 
offended by the enactm ent of the Chinese 
bill, which it regards as a violation of the 
treaty. 
W e are inclined to disbelieve 
this report, and principally for the reason 
th a t the Chinese bill is very clearly not a 
violation of the treaty, but is plainly and 
obviously 
a 
perfectly 
equitable 
and 
straightforw ard em bodim ent of the pro­ 
visions of th a t enactm ent. 
The treaty pro­ 
vides for ju st such a law as Congress has 
passed. 
This treaty provides, w ith equal 
fullness, for such a law as the President 
vetoed. 
No one who is com petent 
to 
construe English, and who is conversant 
w ith the language of the treaty, can doubt 
this for a m om ent. 
And therefore we do 
not believe the W ashington story, th a t the 
Chinese G overnm ent considers itself in any 
way wronged by the passage of the late bill 
suspending the im m igration of th e Chinese 
for ten years.

LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


A tc h is o n (K s.), June 19th.—The mail and 
travelers bring more accurate reports of the 
effects of the storm, showing that it extended 
southward and westward of Kansas City, 
and doing greater aggregate damage than at 
first supposed.

THE DESTRUCTION AT MALCOM. 


M a lc o m , June 19th.—A terrible cyclone 
passed over here Saturday night. 
We have 
found several dead bodies, and the wounded 
are numerous. 
Moat of the business bouses 
are demolished, including the Gazette office. 
Both churches and one-third of the dwelling- 
houses in towu are flat or badly damaged. 
The cyclone extended as far as we can hear 
from, destroyirg and killing everything in 
its path. 
Two houses were bunched together. 
Not far off stood Sanders’ fine residence, and 
what of it is not scattered over the adjoining 
country is dumped into the cellar. 
There 
were ten people in Sanders’ cellar and all es­ 
caped. The houses of Mr. Taylor and Mrs. Day 
are both gone ; also the house of Hon. C. F. 
Craven, and the large new residence of An­ 
drew Lirrabee. 
The Bide and top of B. R. 
C laik’s house were blown off, also bis barn. 
The home of Merrill, of Kimball & Merrill, 
is unroofed. 
Then followed rows of houses 
as fiat on the ground as the space will allow. 
Among them are the houses of John Carbart, 
Rufus Ricker and R. Schaff, editor of tbe 
Signal; then comes Professor Brook»’ and 
L. C. Phelp»’, and the house belonging to 
Mr. Haver. 
In the northwest corner of the 
city the storm leveled the house of Wilson 
Willis, and also that of J . M. Ross. 
His 
wife was slightly injured. 
The house of 
Henry SpauldiDg was leveled ; 
then the 
house of 
Kimball & 
Merrill, dry goods 
dealers. 
A. 
J . 
Preston’s 
house 
was 
moved six feet from its foundation. 
The 
dwelling of Attorney Dunn was leveled, also 
G. B. Gruweii’s dry goods store, and the new 
house of Graham, the m erchant tailor near 
here. 
Mis. Griswold was killed and her 
house demolished. 
John M errill’s hou-e was 
blown & long distance apparently in the teeth 
of the wind. 
N ot a sigu is left of the 
house of Madison 
Howard. The 
house 
of George Hamlin, Cashier of the First 
National Bank, is in ruins. George Jennings’ 
new $5,000 house is converted into kindliog 
wood aDd broken plaster. 
Two houses be­ 
longing to Mr. Bateman were totally wrecked, 
as well as many others.* A. N. Ringfred’s 
house was completely demolished, and him­ 
self and wife were taken from the ruins nearly 
dead. 
Mrs. Stewart’s house was blown half 
a block. 
F rank Carroll, who was stealing a 
ride from Davenport,was on the Rock Island 
freight train that was carried off the track. 
He lies at the Chapin House with a broken 
shoulder blade and nose. 
The scenes at the ruinB are heart-rendirg. 
Families are wandering over the wreck of 
their homes in a dazed sort of way, replying 
to all questions and laughing in fetich a 
pathetic manner at some ridiculous incident, 
while some near and dear friend is dead or 
dying. 
One young girl was heard to say, 
half in tears and half in laughter, that 
she beli&ved she had found a 
fragment 
of her room and was looking for some articles 
to identify it. 
She stopped and picked up a 
photograph and burst into tears. 
I t was the 
picture Gf her little sister, who had been 
killed. 
Many of those who were Baved in 
demolished dwellings had fled to cellars while 
the houses were carried from over their heads. 
KILLED AND WOUNDED AT GRINNELL. 


D e s M o in e s , June 19th.—A special to the 
State Register says : Surgeons report forty- 
one dead at Grinnell, and say that five or six 
more cannot live. 
The number of wounded exceed 150, 
and the number of houses destroyed or 
ruined is between 140 and 150. 
Tfce total 
loss cf property is now estimated at $600.000 
The path of the tornado is now well de­ 
fined, as having been about twenty-five miles 
long and half a mile wide, extending five 
miles northwest of Grinnell and tw enty miles 
southeast. 
I t ia now thought the loss of life outside of 
Grinnell will reach twenty-five, and altogether 
near 100. 
A Register reporter sends as follows: Thirty- 
two people are dead and about 100 or more 
wounded. 
The list of fatal casualties is as 
follows : Deacon Ford and wife ; Mr. Lewis 
and wife ; Deacon Clements and two children ; 
Mrs. M urtón, of Chicago; H enry Pitm an’s 
two children, H attie and H arry, and Mr. 
Pitm an probably fatally injured; Miss Abbie 
Agard, photographic a rtist; Cornelia Chase, 
of Storm Lake, the only student killed; 
Susie Bayer, daughter of a dry goods mer­ 
chant, and her mother, Mrs. Bayer—also her 
son fatally injured ; Mrs. Griswold ; Miss 
Totten ; Mrs. Cullison and her m other; Mies 
Alexander’s two children ; Mrs. Hnff and 
child ; Geo. Terry’s baby, and T erry himself 
is not expected to live; Bangham Burkett, 
a student of Montezuma; Madison Howards, a 
boy ; a lady from Cedar Rapids, visiting at 
Bayer’s ; three persons are dead two miles 
west of town ; B arrett E. Chase, a student at 
Storm Lake; Henry Moore, a brakeman on 
the Iowa Central Railroad, of Marshalltown; 
John Deignan, conductor of the Rock Inland 
freight, fatally ; tram p from Des Moines, 
fatally; travelicg man, W . J . Barbour, of 
Chicago ; hired girls of Deacon Ford and Mrs. 
Totten. 
Chas. Fry, a brakeman of the Rock Island 
road, was killed at the train wreck north of 
G rinnell; child of Jas. Phippe, M rs. Dono­ 
hue ; two in Alonzo Gillespie’s family and 
three in the Beatty family. 
From here the storm pursued a zigzag 
course to the north of the city, whera, after 
wiping out the fioest residence in th at portion 
of the city, it turned toward the College. 
The west building was dumped into a heap of 
lath and plaster and broken timber, burying 
beneath it eight students, all of whom were 
afterwards extricated, more or less injured, 
and one died. The east College building, five 
stories, was unroofed, and fire followed after, 
completing the work of demolition. 
N ot far away was the residence of Mr. 
Lewis, an old gentleman and lady. 
Both 
were killed. 


THE TORNADO AT A DISTANCE. 


B o o n e (Ia.), Jan e 
19th.—The tornado 
struck this (the western) part of Boone 
county Saturday evening at 8 o’clock. 
I t 
was plainly seen here, and seemed twenty® 
miles away. 
Reports are just coming in of 
great destruction in that section. 
All the 
b u ild in g s on several farms were completely 
demolished. 
A church four miles south of 
OgdéD was destroyed, and m any persons 
have been seriously in ju re d . 
One man was 
killed. 
Information is difficult to obtain, on 
account of heavy roads.

THE DEATH RATE AT GRINNELL AND VICINITY, 


D f s M o in e s , June 19th.—There are few 
new developments to-day from the destruc­ 
tion by the cyclone at Grinnell. 
No further 
deaths are reported to-day, but up to 11 
o’clock to-night 41 deaths had occurred at 
Grinnell and 23 at outside points—17 of them 
at Malcolm and in that vicinity, and five in 
the country northwest of Grinnell. 
The doc­ 
tors say that six or seven, and even more, 
of the wounded at Grinnell will not live 
twenty-four hours, and some of the physi­ 
cians put the final death roll at Grinnell alone 
at more than 50, while some fear it will yet 
reach as high as 75. 
Of the wonnded in that 
city there are now over 120 known cases. 


THE DAMAGE AT MOUNT PLEA8ANT. 
B u r li n g to n , June 19th.—In M ount Pleas- 
aut tbe damage is about $150,000. 
Fifty 
freight cars, standing on a side track one 
mile east of M ount Pleasant, were careened 
upon the main line, and A. C. and B. Q. 
freight collided with them, wrecking the 
train completely. 
The engineer, A. L. I*ar- 
meter, was slightly injured.

place Saturday morning, June 10th, of rheu­ 
matism of the heart. He had been ailing for 
a few days, and on the 7th wrote a long letter 
to his son in Oakland in bis usual hopeful 
way. Deceased was barn in Baltimore, Md., 
May 26, 1813. His early life was spent at

steamboat man on the Mississippi river, 
having served in every 
capacity,

to 
Captaic and owner. He 
took part iu the Cuban expedition, and 
was Colonel under General Narciss i Lopez. 
He came to Sacramento with his fim ilyin 
1851, and commenced business in merchan­ 
dise. After the fl >od of 1852, he settled upon 
a farm in American township, where he lived 
for fifteen or sixteen years. 
He was identi­ 
fied with the early politics of the State, and 
was always a stanch Democrat ; was Chair­ 
man of the State Central Committee at one 
time. 
He wae nominated by that party for 
State Senator, in 1873 ; in 1867 was an as­ 
pirant fur Governor. 
He afterwards became 
interested in the location of school lands, at 
which business, for a time, ho was very suc­ 
cessful, financially. 
Ha was an active, ener­ 
getic, temperate man, and generous to a fault. 
His death is deplored by a wide circle of 
friends: his remains are interred at Butte 
City. 
Deceased was married twice, and 
leaves a widow and four sons to mourn his 
loss.”

T ucson, June 19th.—Captain W. J, Ross, 
with his command of fifty Rangers, which 
left here two months ago, has returned. The 
Rangers trailed the remnant of the renegade 
Apaches 200 miles from the Arizona line 
down 
into 
Chihuahua, 
Mexico. 
They 
counted near 300 dead Indians, many of 
whom were found near the mountain trail. 
They had evidently been wounded in the 
tight with the Mexican troops under General 
Garcia, aud fled for safety. The body of 
Chief Loco was identified by one of the 
party who bad know*n him intimately for six 
years. On the 1st they fell in with Ihe Mex­ 
ican troops commanded by General Reyes, 
and were arrested, disarmed, and after four 
days, ordered to get out of the Mexican ter­ 
ritory. General Reyes informed Ross that 
inasmuch 
as 
he 
had 
authority 
as 
a 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
fiom 
Arizona, 
the 
lives of himself 
and bis 
men 
would 
be spared, but he must go back unarmed. 
Ross demanded a voucher for the arms of 
his Rangers, which was at first refused, but 
afterwards granted. 
General Reyes Btated 
that he had sent Colonel Forsythe a formal 
waruiog that any body of armed men found 
on Mexican soil would bo shot, but he should 
make an exception in this case. The Rangers 
were compelled to return through an Indian 
country 250 miles without a single weapon 
for self-defense. 
General Reyes admitted 
that he w*&b well aware that the Hangers 
meant no harm or wrong to Mexicans, but 
were after hostile Indians ; but declared that 
it was a violation of international law which 
he would not tolerate. 


OREGON. 


A d v ice* fro m P o r tla n d . 
P o r t l a n d , June 19tb.—The salmon pack 
to June 1st was 136,00(1 cases—about 330 
cases lighter than last year up to that date. 
The run had been "scrubby.” The number 
caught were up to the average, but a con­ 
siderable proportion were small. 
Since the 
1st the run has been excellent. The opinion 
prevails among cannerymen that last year’s 
pack (550,000 cases) will nearly be reached 
this season, which closes by law August 1st. 
It is understood, however, that the fishermen 
will continue later than August Í9t, provided 
the catch will justify it. 
The Oregon and 
Washington Legislature* each passed a law 
forbidding fishing after August 1st, but as it 
would be hard for the prosecution to prove 
whether the fish were caught in Oregon or in 
Waehington Territory water?, a conviction, 
if attempted, would scarcely be possible. 
Eleven deaths by drowning among fisher­ 
men are reported to date. 
On account of the continued prostration of 
the telegraph line to eastern Oregon, it is im­ 
possible to get the official vote of the State 
election. 
George, for Congress, will have 
over 3.000 majority ; Moody, for Governor, 
200; and the remainder of the Republican 
State ticket from 1,300 to 2.500. The legis­ 
lature stands (official): Lower house—Re­ 
publicans 37, Democrats 22.

S c h o o l E x a m in a t io n s .— At the recent 
meeting of the New England Association of 
School Superintendents written examina­ 
tions in the schools were recommended, 
but it was urged that oral examinations 
Bhould supplement or alternate with writ­ 
ten examinations. By some speakers it was 
proposed that oral examinations should be 
substituted entirely for written ones, be­ 
cause there were certain nervously consti­ 
tuted children who, though naturally bright, 
were physically unable to pass with credit 
examinations. 
While this was admitted, 
it was, on the other hand, averred that 
some children who became nervous when 
orally examined could express themselves 
correctly in writing. 
It was generally 
agreed, however, that it was depreciative 
of the value of examinations to work up 
the children to a state of undue mental ex­ 
citement at examination time, as was ha­ 
bitually done in many schools. 
The chil­ 
dren should not be embarrassed or forced 
in any way. 
In regard to examinations as 
a basis of promotion, it was held that ex­ 
aminations should not be the only basis of 
promotion, but that regular “attendance, 
studious application and the general recom­ 
mendations of tho teacher should also re­ 
ceive due weight in promoting a child. 
The system of percentage marking was held 
to be of dubious utility. 
Superintendent 
Seaver, of Boston, seemed to express the 
sense of the meeting when he said that the 
judgment of the teacher Ehould be the 
basis of promotion, *rather than any exam­ 
ination, written or oral.

The only 
theory at present assignable i? that a quanti­ 
ty of coal carried on deck rendered the ship 
top-heavy. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
S a n F r a n c isc o, June 19th.—The pilot 
who took out the steamer Escambia says that 
the water ballast tank? had all been pumped 
out to render the ship lighter for the carriage 
of the cargo, and coal was stowed on deck as 
high as the bridge. 
While going down the 
harbor the machinery was stopped for a few 
moments, and the ship falling off into the 
trough of the sea, rolled the scuppers under. 
The pilot expressed the opinion that she was 
unsafe, and believes that the catastrophe 
might have been expected in open water. 
The disaster was* seen from the sigoal station, 
but it is impossible to say whether any one 
was saved. The ship’s complement consisted 
of about 25 men, all told. She was loaded 
by Dro8bach k Co , aud it is believed the 
cargo was fully insured. The Escambia was 
about 2,000 tons burden, and came here from 
Hongkong, via Victoria, with Chinese pas­ 
sengers.

S a n F r a n c isc o, June 19:h.—The tug? 
Wizard and Neptune, which were sent out 
this evening to see if they could find any 
traces of the steamer Escambia, which was 
seen to capsize off the Heads, returned at 11 
p. m. The Captains of both crafts stated 
that they had made a careful search, but 
could see nothing of the steamer or crew. 
The night was dark and the sea stormy, and 
after cruising about sqgeral hours they 
returned, convinced 
that further search 
during the night would be fruitlesp. 
The 
tugs proceeded as far as ten miles before turn­ 
ing back. There seems scarcely a doubt but 
every soul on board went down. Captain 
Parvis was the name of the master of the 
Escambia.

Some say there were 25 on board, 
and others 40.

A rowing match has been made between 
Thomas Flynn, cf the Pioneers, and Lean- 
der StevensoD, of the Ariels.

Annie was strained in trying to fruo out 
into San Pablo bay, and had to put back to 
Vallejo half full of water. 
The Aggie got 
stuck on mnd flats off Petaluma creek, and 
had to be left there. 
Captain Roper, of the British sea tramp 
A njtr Head, is liable to meet with more 
trouble than he has already experienced. 
Assistant Surveyor Brown will not permit 
the female Chinese passengers, at present 
detained on board, to land until he can 
satisfy himself that their certilicate3 are 
correct. 
A reporter visited the vessel and 
found Surveyor Brown at work making a 
further inspection of the hold. 
He stated 
that there was something wrong and that 
the Captain had rendered himself liable to 
a heavy tine. 
The bunks had not been 
constructed in accordance with the require­ 
ments of the statutes of the United States. 
Sunday morning the Captain set a force of 
carpenters to work in repairing and fixing 
up the bunks, so as to comply with the re­ 
quirements of the law. 
Unfortunately, 
when Surveyor Brown arrived the Captain 
was absent.

The mate could not
